The M.S. Kanagawa Maru, which carries a payload

vessels currently under construction. 


The four 16,000 ton carriers already in service 
ferry 1200 cars and reach a speed of 17 knots with 


their 7200 HP diesel engines. 


Unlike most car-carriers, which load automobiles 
in slings and stack them in the holds, the Nissan ships 
are designed so that vehicles are simply driven on 


and off the ships and parked on one of the six decks. 


The decks are folded up to make room for Canadian 


exports, such as wheat, on the return voyage. 


In summer, the ships dock at Halifax, Montreal, 


Toronto and Vancouver, but in winter they unload only 


at Vancouver. From here, the cars are carried by special

CN-CP tri-level rail cars to distribution centres 
in major Canadian cities. Each rail car is capable of 


carrying 18 Datsuns across the country. 


At the new Nissan Automobile Company (Canada) 
Limited Sales and Distribution Centre in the Metro 
Toronto region, the autos are quickly and safely 
unloaded from the rail cars by a unique $20,000 
tri-level loader, then stored in the 14-acre storage 


area which can accommodate 3000 Datsuns. 


The first two ships of the Nissan fleet, M.S. 
Oppama Maru and the M.S. Zama Maru were launched in 


1965, the same year Nissan (Canada) was started. 


In 1968, the M.S. Bluebird and the M.S. Hommoku 


Maru went into operation.

TORONTO, ONT...A new monster automobile parts depot, 
opened here today by Nissan Automobile Co. (Canada) Ltd., 
carries a $2,000,000 stock, making it the second largest 


imported auto parts storehouse in Canada. 


And, with 852,000 cu. ft. available for the constantly 


revolving parts stock, there is room for expansion. 


The parts depot is part of Nissan's new Ontario 
Sale and Distribution Centre, officially opened by 


Ontario Minister of Trade and Development, Stanley Randall. 


The 42,600 sq. ft. depot is Nissan's largest in 
Canada and ranks second in North America to another 
'monster' storehouse in Compton, California, which has 


anvarea, O£° 65,000 %sq. ft. 


The storage facility in the hangar-like depot 
resembles a giant Mechano set, constructed of steel 
frames made by the Triple A company. Parts of Datsun 
cars are stored in various size bins in the huge frame- 


work. 


The framework is designed to allow fork-lift 


loading and unloading. 


Along one wall of the depot is Nissan's specially 


designed framework for body parts. Tom Pryde, deputy 


Dees 


general manager of Nissan (Canada), says the body bin 
is the most modern in Canada and is expected to be the 


model for other parts centres. 


The parts depot is only a part of the new $1,750,000 
centre which also includes storage facilities for 3000 
Datsuns, a de-waxing and cleanup area, an electronically 


equipped service training school and offices. 


The centre will serve Ontario's 75 Datsun dealers 
and will be linked with other Nissan centres across 
Canada by an electronic data processing system that will 


ensure a full inventory of parts at all times. 


"Of course, we are very proud of the centre and 


especially the parts depot," says Mr. Pryde. "We know 
that this year Ontario will become the No. 1 sales 
area for Datsun in Canada and the centre will enable us

TORONTO, ONT.....Although Expo 70 is the drawing card 
that is bringing tourists to Japan this year, the World 
Fair is far from the only attraction that is offered 


by the bustling island nation. 


An enlightening side-trip, for instance, might 
find the visitor at one of the eight Nissan Motor Co., 
Ltd. plants in Japan. Such a trip would help to show 
tourists why Japan is a world leader in the technological 


age. 


Since the first Datsun automobile was built in 
1932, Nissan has grown to be the seventh largest auto- 
mobile manufacturer in the world with plans to pro- 
duce 1,600,000 vehicles in 1970. 


At the outset, the company was called the Jidosha 
Seizo Company Ltd. but in 1934 the company assumed the 


Nissan name, which translated means "Japanese industry." 


By 1935, Nissan had consolidated a mass production 


structure and began to export automobiles. 


From 1938 to 1945, the company focused on pro- 
duction of standard sized trucks and aircraft engines. 
The Nissan plants continued producing trucks until 
1947, when passenger car production was resumed at 
the Yoshiwara plant, originally built to manufacture 


aircraft engines. 


Nissan began assembling and manufacturing the 


Austin A40 in 1952 under a technical agreement with 


Divers 


Austin Motor Company of Great Britain, which led to 
the agreement for the exclusive manufacture of Austin 
BoUS@An 19567 


A sales network was established across the U.S. 
in 1958 after a successful debut of Datsun autos at 
the Los Angeles Imported Automobile Show and by 1960, 


the Nissan Motor Corporation in the USA was founded. 


In 1960, the company was awarded the Deming Prize 
in recognition of quality control excellence and the 


next year the company became Japan's top auto exporter. 


1963 was a year for record-setting. Production 
of the Datsun Bluebird topped 200,000 units, setting 
a new Japanese record for mass-production. Another 
industry record was topped when exports reached 100,000 


thatiyear. 


A year later, the Nissan Automobile Co. (Canada) 


Ltd. was established in Vancouver. 


Two of Nissan's five car-carriers were launched 
in 1965, both capable of ferrying 1200 autos to 
North America. 


In 1966, the company merged with Prince Motor 
Ltd. and became Japan's largest auto maker. The same 
year, overseas assembly plants went into operation in 


Mexico and Peru. 


On the sports scene, Datsun won the East African 


Sarari .Lormthe first time in, '66. 
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In 1967, Nissan opened an exclusive auto ship- 
ment wharf at Hommoku near Yokohama and established 


a nation-wide Rent-A-Car system. 


It was also the year of the introduction of the 
Datsun 1600 sedans, hailed as the ultimate expression 
of a family car, but later to prove its mettle as a 


successful rally machine. 


The company increased its participation in motor- 
sports in '67, shattering seven international speed 
records with the Nissan R380-II prototype racer. 
Datsun cars also swept class victories in Rothmans 12- 
HoOuUnmnace,, Gallaher S00-MilLe, Race and the BP.Ral by, 


hetaq™in, Australia. 


At the beginning of 1968, a new head office 
building was completed in Tokyo. Later that year, 
the company's exports from the Hommoku Wharf reached 
the 100,000 mark. 


The competition year was a smashing success 
with the new Nissan R381 streaking to victory in the 
5th Japanese Grand Prix. A Datsun won its class in 
the Shell 4000 Rally and finished third in class and 
DIineneoverall in/the Monte’ Carlo Rally) “This year, 
Datsun 1600 sedans finished lst, second, and fourth 
in the East African Safari, winning the manufacturer's 


team prize as well.

Two more car-carriers doubled the fleets capacity 
in '68. Another larger capacity carrier (1900 autos) 
began operation in April, 1970, and three more of 


the larger size vessels are presently under construction.
